terests are ready to jom and help 
them, the great lines of travel and com- 
merece will certainly seek other routes. 
We take it for granted that the Louis- 
ville Board of Trade will send some live 
members to represent it at the proposed 
Frankfort meeting on the 18th of August. 
Any prospect of a consolidated line of 
railroad hence to Maysville, though it 
should never extend a mile beyond that 
point, should receive prompt attention and 
liberal encouragement from Louisville. 
In the first place, it will restore to her a 
heavy trade which the Kentucky Central 
diverted to Cincinnati, and which the 
break in our circuitous railroad connec- 
tions at Lexington prevents us from re- 
covering by any other means. Paris is, 
next to Lexington, the best trade center in 
the interior of Kentucky; and Cincinnati 
now. bap it all to herself. A consolidated 
line from Louisville through Georgetown 
and Paris would pass through the most 
productive, most opulent, and enterprising 
counties in Kentucky, and afford all but 
one or two of them the only railroad con- 
nections they have. The mules and hogs, 
tobaccag and whisky, of the rich 
counties of Nicholas, Fleming, and Mason 
would form the basis of a heavy trade 
with Louisville over this, their only rail- 
road route. At Maysville, the metropolis 
ot Eastern Kentucky, our business men 
could strike a rich trade; which is now 
destitute of every railroad ‘Yacility, and 
can only reach them by way of the Olio 
river, where it is intercepted by Cinem- 
nati. At. Paris they could compete with 
Cincinnati for a magnificent. business 
which cemters there, and at Carlisle and 
other intermediate would 
coptrol the trade of Nicholas, and 
Fleming, and of counties back of those. 
The Maysville road will be completed 
to Paris this summer, and all the trade to 
which we have alluded will then be placed 
in the palm ot Cincinnati's han unless 
this Frankfort and Paris branch is speed- 
ily completed and some effort made to con- 
sclidate its workings with those of the 
Maysville road.
